T h is 
alim ent h as for ch ief ingredient v ery tine 
red saw du st, acted u pon by m ifriatic acid— 
a pow erfnl digesting agent. 
T h e cakes 
aro th in, eigh t to ten inch es in diam eter, 
and weigh ab ou t one pou nd. 
In tw o sa m ­ 
ples th e biscu it was m ix ed w ith b ran and 
oats. 
No one of cou rse ex pects th a t saw ­ 
du st alone cou ld be u tilized as food; it is 
too poor in protein, bu t it can act by “b al­ 
la sting” th e digestiv e apparatu s; giv ing it 
th e requ ired v olu m e for w orking. 
A|k a stom ach ballast, saw du st cou ld 
th e n enter into com petition w ith inferior 
straw s,

is rich in bone nnd m u scle-form ing ele­ 
m ents of food, and it serv es a noth e r v alu ­ 
able pu rpose iu keeping bow els open and 
doing away w ith th e constipa ting effect« 
of th o dry food u su ally giv en in w inter. 
F or stock not b reeding ry e b ran h as good 
as w h eat, and w h ole ry e

and ridden in difficult g round. 
A steeple­

The dams should be selected 
for stoutness of constitution, docility of 
temper, perfect soundness and abundant ( 
g ood looks; hig hly , but not clean bred. \ 
The sire, to produce stately harness hoises, 
should also be thoroug hbred; for heav y 
harness work, six teen hands would not be 
too hig h, when combined with the size 
and sy mmetry of form. 
The first cross of 
such a sire from clean-bred Cly desdale or 
Percheron mares, g iv es ex cellent results.—

POULTRY-RAISING. 


I've* e r rin g 
F.g y* . 
Eng lish authorities hav e as y et found no 
better way to keep eg g s fresh than by the 
use of salt and lime. 
Bnt the name pre­ 
serv ed eg g has' a stale and unappetizing 
sound. 
If no effort were made to keep 
summer eg g s ov er till winter the demand 
would surely be far better than it is now. 
And we may add that if no eg g s were sold 
but those fresh laid, the price would stim­ 
ulate and pay for methods of making hens 
lay in winter, when the freshness of their 
eg g s coukl hav e no possible doubt. 
Pre­ 
serv ing eg g s is g oing to work backward. 
What is most wanted is to make hens lay 
in winter. 


A poultry woman thus describes her 
method of keeping her poultry free from 
lice: 
“ I take an old tiu tomato can and 
put in it one pound of old g rease tried out 
clean, one tablespoonful of coal oil, the 
same of crude carbolic acid, and set it on 
the back of the stov e to melt and mix 
g radually . 
For y oung chicks I use a little 
on the head and under tho throat. I apply 
it at nig ht. 
I also put it on fowls when 
cooped for fattening or to break them from 
setting . 
When I am done setting I g rease 
my w hole flock, one Uy one, and rub it on 
feet and leg s with an old tooth brush, and 
am not troubled with lice or with scaly 
leg s.”__________ _________ 


I a d ieu a n d Fo nltrg . 
Thoug h the keeping of a flock of fowls 
may be done by a lady , y et there is too 
much labor necessary in the manag ement 
of a flock to permit of full care being g iv en 
by a lady . 
There is nothing that will 
afford g reater pleasure or assist in making 
home attractiv e than the possession of a 
flock of hens, and the lady who dev otes a 
portion of her time in that direction will 
not only hav e the g ratification of supply ­ 
ing her table with fresh eg g s and fat car­ 
casses, but there is a pleasure and enjoy ­ 
ment in haudling the downy little chicks 
nnd watching their prog ress until maturity . 
It requires but a small portion of the time, 
and the work is really of but little conse­ 
quence, but when we leav e the ordinary 
flock and beg in the keeping of poultry as a 
business the work is too close and arduous 
for a lady . 
Those who hav e larg e flocks 
are compelled to rise early and work until 
late, and there is alway s something to do. 
The storms of winter and the heat q? sum­ 
mer must be endured, and if misfakes are 
made all the labor will be lost. 
But, with 
assistance, a lady cau manag e and direct 
the larg est poultry farm. 


TH E FORESTER. 


Tr* o * a n d So f , 
Many hav e observ ed that iu some loca l­ 
ities trees of a special v ariety abound, 
while iu the same v icinity other kinds 
flourish, and y et none of tho kind is found 
in another part of the same town. Someone 
has discov ered that pines aud their com­ 
panions, the birches, indicate a dry , rocky , 
sandy , or g rav el soil; beeches a dry ish, 
chalky , or g rav el soil; elms and limes a 
rich and somewhat damp soil; oaks and 
ashes a heav y clay soil, and poplars an I 
willows a low, damp, and marshy soil. 
Many of these trees are found g rowing to­ 
g ether, and it is only when one species 
predominates in number and v ig or that it 
is truly characteristic of the soil and that 
portion of the atmosphere in connection 
with it.

Tree* S n o -ea sin g it 
t Ma ine. 
The editor of Th e N e w F a g la n d F a rm e r 
, 
who recently made an ex tensiv e journey 
throug h Aroostook County , Maine, writes; 
On the trip wo fell iu with Hon. Lewellan 
Powers, of Houlton, who is said to own 
more acres of land than any other person 
in the state; his holding s are upward of 
17 0,000 acres. 
He consented to be inter­ 
v iewed aud g av e much information partic­ 
ularly in the line of the destruction of the 
forests. 
He dissents from much that is 
said nowaday s about the rapid distraction 
of forests and declares that much scientific 
forestry is all wrong . 
He say s that there 
is more dev astation from not cutting lum­ 
ber at the rig ht time than from the ax , and 
that there is no such thing as ex hausting 
the supply in Maine, wbicfc in his opinion 
has more lumber now than fifty y ears ag o. 
A township of spruce cut judiciously will 
g row as fast as it is cut, aud some of the 
most v aluable towns aro those that hav e 
been cut withiu fifty y ears, while somo of 
the poorest arc those which nev er bad an 
ax in them. 
The spruce worm is only one 
of the concomitants of the death ami decay . 
The old trees, which oug ht to hav e been 
cut and sav ed, die and are attacked by the 
worms, instead of the worms killing tho 
trees as is supposed by some. 
Au operator 
should hav e a tract larg e enoug h so that he 
will cut only the larg o trees aud leav e all 
of nine inches or less. 
The only dang er to 
tho forest is in cutting trees that are too 
small. 
A judicious operator can g o ov er 
the same woo Is once in ten y ears. 
The 
v alue of timber lands rests more iu their 
accessibility to streams than any thing else. 
The annu al cut in Maine is about 5(H), out I,. 
Hi to feet, and iho state can stand that aud 
not lessen the supply .

I ’ra rHen l Ilia 's fa r /*.'« •’»* 1‘eo p le 
Boast beef is looked u pon as a lu x u ry far 
bey ond th e fru gal pu rse. 
Th is is tru e 
wh en applied to th e “porterh ou se roast” 
and oth er ch oice cu ts, 
bu t th e ch eapest 
pieces can h e m et v ery good au d tender. 
Bu y not less th an two ribs; h av e th e 
bu tch er take ou t all tlit* bones, roll it up 
tigh tly , skewer it firmly and giv e y ou a 
piece of su et to lay u r on th e meat while 
rou sting. 
8 av o th e bones. 
Pu t a pint of 
h ot water in th 
pan with the beef, roast 
qu ickly th o first h u if-h o u , 
Th is 
erti*i« 
th e su rface of th e meat aud retains the 
ju ices. 
Allow fifteen minu tes for ev ery 
pou nd of beef roasting. 
Buste often, for 
this, with the steam of the water in the 
pan, makes the meat tender. 


Under this treatment the 
will prov e quite satisfactory . Nor are they 
too costly for plain people, for ev ery part 
of the meat can be utilised and serv ed in 
inv iting shape; only the bones are thrown 
away after simmering for three hours in 
two quarts of water. Break them up small, 
use cold water to ex tract their jnices and 
sweetness, ndd one spoonful of salt and 
keep closely cov ered. 
This is “ stock, 
* 
of which almost nn endless v ariety of plain 
soups may be made. 
Add a bunch of 
“ soup 
v eg etables” 
(cost 
fiv e 
cents), 
chopped, aud y ou hav e v eg etable soup; or 
a pint of canned tomatoes and y on hav e 
tomato soup, or a spoonful of rice, or bar* 
ley , or v ermicelli, for the different kinds. 
AU are inex pensiv e. Nev er use the “ stock** 
the day it is made, but strain out the bones 
and allow to stand till the nex t day . 
Th^n 
take off the fat that has risen; this may be 
used for fry ing dripping s. 
So almost 
none of the* beef is lost, and a shilling a 
pound ev en is not paid without a fair re* 
turn. 
But to g o back to the roast, for which a 
rich, brown g rav y must be made. 
Hav ing 
remov ed the meat and poured off the fat 
(for fry ing dripping s also) set the pan on 
the top“ of the rang e and allow its contents 
to scorch just a little, enoug h to g iv e » 
g ood color;then add one cup of boiling water 
and thicken with flour and season; serv e in 
a g rav y dish. 
A small beg inning only will 
be made on the roast by two people. 
Cold 
roast beef is not to be despised, serv ed 
with, perhaps, baked beans, which cost bnt 
a trifle, and v eg etables. Or the meat may 
be finely chopped, a little g rav y added, all 
cov ered with 
cold mashed potato and 
baked and browned ia an open v eg etable 
dish in the ov en; or it may be minced and 
macfe with equal parts of mashed potato 
into balls, like fish ball, and fried brown 
on both sides, in dripping s. 
This is a 
g ood breakfast dish. 
It may also bo cut up small and warmed 
in its own g rav y , and serv ed on toast or 
without the toast. 
Beans are said to contain more nutri­ 
ment than any other v eg etable. 
The best 
white ones are only 10 cents a quart; ha lf 
that quantity will fill a two-quart dish 
when properly cooked, and half a pound of 
salt pork is ample to flav or it. Wash and look 
ov er the beans and put them ia cold water, 
using three quarts to one pint of beans; 
keep them ov er the fire three or four hours; 
set them where the heat will swell and 
soften them, without boiling , hav ing tho 
pork (washed aud the rind scored) in 
with 
them 
all 
the 
while. 
About 
two hours before dinner 
strain 
them 
throug h a colander and put them, dry , into 
the dish in which they are to be baked, 
with the pork, rind up, in the center. 
Now 
in a bowl put one toaspoonful of salt, one- 
half teaspoonful of soda, one cup of sug ar 
and one cup of hot water. 
Stir well to­ 
g ether and pour ov er the beans. 
If y ou 
cannot see the liquid all around the edg e 
of tho beans, add hot water till y ou can. 
They are then ready for a moderate ov on. 
In two hours they will come out well baked, 
nicely browned and ready to serv e. 
To make Boston brown bread, mix well 
tog ether a cup and a half of y ellow corn 
meal and the same or ry e flour, if ry e 
meal is not to be had. 
Into this put one 
teaspoonful of salt, a heaping teaspoonful 
of carbonate of soda aud one cup of mo­ 
lasses (not sy rup). 
Stir cold water v ery 
g radually into this till y ou hav e a moder­ 
ately stiff batter, beat it well; pour into a 
well creased, three-quart pail, cov er and 
set in a kettle of boiling water, steaming , 
with the kettle 
cov ered, at least four 
hours. 
This makes a larg e loaf and the 
cost is about ten cents. 
It is v ery nice 
when hot and is g ood cold. 
Com fritters make a g ood breakfast dish. 
Into one pint of flour put a teaspoonfal 
each of sug ar aud roy al baking powder, 
and half a teaspoonful of salt. 
Into this 
put one beaten eg g , with milk enoug h to 
make a stiff batter; lastly , add half a can 
of sweet corn; drop by larg e spoonfuls into 
plenty of boiliug -hot dripping s; brown on 
both sides and serv o v ery hot.

Soak aud cook half a pound of tapioca, 
which is sufficient for a dozen persons, and 
when done mix iu one spoonful of th e 
lopioca for each plate required, and add a 
little sherry prev ious to serv ing . 
B oa s t P r a ir ie C h ic ke n .—-Select with 
care a fresh prairio chicken, pick it dry and 
clean it thoroug hly aud stuff ft with a 
bread stuffing , tie tho leg s, and put it in the 
ov en to roast. 
To hav e it well cooked it 
should remaiu there forty -fiv e minutes. 
G e r m a n B e e f S ou p . — Boil a soup bone 
with a few 
v eg etables for three or four 
hours, then strain off two quarts of the 
stock, or as much a? required, skim off all 
fat, and keep it boiling hot. 
Boat well 
with eg g s, season with a little nutmeg , nnd 
mix with them a bunch of parsley , chopped 
v ery fine, and stir into this preparation a 
larg e spoonful of g rated stale bread. Pom 
slowly ov er this mix ture the boiling stock,

Remov e from the fire, season the 
so up with sa t aud pepper, and it is ready 
to serv e.

Ho w Explo ring Is Do ne* 
So metimes th e advent o f explo ring 
parties inflicts much suffering wh ich 
th e visito rs are no t respo nsible fo r and 
canno t prevent. 
Th e Stanley expedi­ 
tio n h as just furnish ed a case in po int. 
Wh en Stanley and nearly fo ur h undred 
o f h is men reach ed Yambnga rapids in 
th e Aruwimi liiver all th e inh abitants 
o f th e large villages in th o neigh bo r­ 
h o o d fled into th o fo rests leaving h un­ 
dreds o f h uts with o ut a tenant, and 
abando ning th eir gardens and fields to 
th e intruders. 
Th eir precipitate fligh t 
co uld no t be prevented, th o ugh with ­ 
o ut do ubt it bro ugh t great suffering 
upo n th em. 
Stanley was willing to pay 
fo r fo o d, but as th e o wners o f th e fields 
fled h e h ad no o th er co urse th at to take 
fro m th o fields such supplies as h e 
needed with o ut pay ing fo r th em. 
A 
few o f th e fugitives were caugh t and 
dismissed with presents, and Stanley 
h o ped th at in th is way th e men h e left 
in ch arge at th is place wo uld gradually 
win th e co nfidence o f th e natives and 
induce th em to return to th eir h o mes. 
Th e 
late 
Sir 
Peter 
Scratch lo v, 
fo rmerly th o British Co mmissio ner in 
New Guinea, investigated so me time 
ago a number o f cases in wh ich wh ite 
men h ad been murdered by th e savages 
o f th at big island. 
He repo rted th at 
in every instance h e fo und th at th e 
wh ite men were th e aggresso rs. 
Th ey 
h ad tried to kidnap natives, h ad wan­ 
to nly killed so me o f th em, o r in o th er 
way s h ad inflicted bitter wro ngs upo n 
th em. Th o ugh in all cases h e co nsidered 
it h is duty to give th e nativo s to under­ 
stand th at th ey must leave to th e wh ites 
th e punish ment o f men wh o injured 
th em, h e said th at so me o f th ese men 
rich ly deserved th eir tragic fate. 
Th ere 
is o no wh ite man, th o Rev. Mr. Ch al­ 
mers, wh o go es in and o ut amo ng th ese 
same’natives with perfect fearlessness. 
He never carries a weapo n o f any so rt, 
but h e h as inspired th e natives alo ng 
h undreds o f miles o f th o so uth ern co ast 
with so much co nfidence and esteem 
th at h is co ming is alway s welco med. 
Wh ile Mr. Bo uvalo t, th e 
French 
traveler, and h is 
co mpanio ns were 
cro ssing th e Pamir table-land iu Central 
Asia lust spring h e treated th e natives 
in a very h igh -h anded manner. 
Th e 
party w*ere in sufficiently stro ng fo rce 
to be able to do as th ey pleased iu th e 
th inly settled h igh lands. 
As th ey ad­ 
vanced th ey appro priated all th e po rt­ 
ers and camels th ey wanted at th e po int 
o f th e revo lver. " Acco rding to th eir 
o wn sto ry th ey must h ave sto len abo ut 
all th e useful bo asts th ey came acro ss. 
Bo uvalo t say s th at fo r a mo nth th ey 
co uld o btain po rters and pack animals 
o nly bv using th eir sticks and revo lvers, 
and h e seeks to justify h is cruel usase 
o f th e natives o n th e gro und th at lr's 
necessity co mpelled h im to act with 
severity . 
Explo rers wh o h ave th e gentleness 
am I tact o f Liviugisto ne and Junker 
rarely h ave any serio us tro uble with 
th e savago tribes th ey meet. 
Dr. 
Junker said a few weeks ago th at h e 
never eutered a native village with o ut 
sending messengers in advance to an­ 
no unce h ia co ming and with o ut o btain­ 
ing permissio n to visit th e place. 
He 
was alway s very careful to explain th e 
purpo se o f h is visit, and h e fo und an 
acco rdio n, wh ich was th e co nstant co m­ 
panio n o f h is travels, a very valuable 
aid in calming and deligh ting natives 
wh o were dispo sed to lo o k upo n h im 
with suspicio n. 
Th e o nly blemish upo n th e brilliant 
reco rd o f Prejevalsky , th e Russian ex­

Instance« of indiTktaals gifted with 
in exception « 1 influence over animal« 
•have been very numerous, and the sto­ 
ries told of the strange sympathy whicn 
existed mutually between them and 
{their friends in fur, feathers or scales 
'are familiar to most readers of books 
of natural history. 
This power orer the lower orders— 
a form, perhaps, of intellectual "mes- 
1 merism” —is exercised for many pur- 
fposes, sometimes for money making, as 
when professional "tamers,” like the 
famous M. Bidel, who has a grand 
mansion at Asnieres, show their com­ 
mand over wild beasts, from the man 
in spangles who goes into the lion's den 
and makes the huge brute perform 
tricks, to the humble exhibitor at street 
corners who has a cage full of canaries 
; trained to fire off popguns, and take 
liberties with a furry, sleepy old cat. 
At other times it is for personal 
pleasure, as when a Thoreau goes into 
his woodland hermitage and spends his 
life in communion with all the wildings 
whose natural home he has come to 
share, or a Qautier takes ponies, dogs 
and cats into his confidence, and talks 
to them and of them as if he and they 
had arrived at a perfect understanding. 
It is interesting to contemplate the 
possible results if man could only re­ 
vert again to that condition of universal 
amiability which is reputed to have 
been the charm of life in Eden, and 
which is promised as one of the special 
joys of the millennium. 
Before man, however, could live in 
perfect harmony with other animals, 
it would be necessary for the lower or­ 
ders to arrive first * at mutual under­ 
standing among themselves. 
Hounds 
would have to take pleasure in hunting 
hares only up to the point when the 
hare grew weary and did not want to 
be hunted any more. 
Or a particular 
fox, on being discovered in his covert, 
should explain to the pack that he was 
a little out of sorts that morning, and 
his friends 
must really excuse him 
showing them any sport." 
In return, foxes would have to take 
to eating grass among the geese on the 
common and not interfere with the 
goslings.
